Name qd Porpose of the Association 


See. |. This assoviution shall be known as the QUARTER CENTURY 
WIKELESS ASSOCIATION, INC. 


Sec. 2. The purposes of this association shall he 
{a) To joster and develop friendship and co-operation among ama- 
teur wireless and radio operators of more than twenty-five year’s 
standing, 
(b) To take general interest in all matters affevting or invelying ama- 
teur wireless or radio and sponsor such activns as may he deemed 
proper in theiv interests. . 


Agric.e TE, 
Membership 


See. lL. The mewhership of the association shall consixt of those persons whe 
have signed the Certificate of Incorporation, tagether with all persons who are here- 
aiter received in or elected to membership as hercinaiter provided. 

See. 2. Any person is eligible ior membership who submits satisfactory proof 
that he or she is a eensed amateur radio (wireless) operiutor, that he or she was 
heensed as such twenty-five or more years ago and who, upon submitting an applica- 
Hon, is approved by the Hoard of Direvetors, as provided ia the Ky-Laws of the asso- 
ciation. 

Sve. 3. The classes of mmmhership and the fees therefor will he prescribed in 
the Ly- Lins. 

See, 4. A member may withidraw frem the association hy presenting to the 
Secretary a written statement of resignation. 

Sec, 5. A member oxay be expelled for the violation of the By-Laws of the 
association or for other Gere prejudicial to the best nuerests of the associntion 
Such expulsion may be affected by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Directors at a 
duly called meeting. 

See. 6. Any resigning or expelled member forfeits all mghts and/or privileges 
of the association.

Axticne [, 
Membership 


Sec. 1, A person eligible for membership may apply by making application 
in the form prescribed by the Board of Directors and submitting with application 
one year’s cues plus an entry fee. 

Sec. 2. Each application will he considered by the Board of Directors and, 
if approved by the Board of Directors, the Executive Secretary will notify the 
applicant of his election to membership. 


ArticLe IT. 
Dues 


Sec, }. Each applicant for membership shail remit an Entry Fee of Three 
Dollars ($3.00) plus one year’s dues of Two Dollars ($2.00), making a total of 
Five Dollars ($5.00), which shalt be returned to him or her.should the application 
not he approved. ; 

See, 2. Dues shall be prepaid to the Treasurer in the amount of Five Dollars 
($5.00) for three years, Ten Dollars (310.00) for six vears, Twenty Five Dollars 
($25.00) for Life Membership, or may be payable in the amount of Two Dollars 
($2.00) per annum. 

See. 3. Any member whose dues have not been received by the Treasurer 
prior to ninety davs aiter the first of the calendar year, shall automatically cease 
to be a member in good standing. Such member (in default) may, at the option 
of the Board of Directors, be drappd from the membership rolls uf the Association 
and shall thereupon cease to be a member of the Association. 

Sec. 4. Each applicant accepted for membership shall be assigned a mem- 
bership number in arithmetical sequency by the Executive Secretary. This mumber 
shail not be reassigned to another member unless authorized by the Doard of 
Directors. 

Sec. 5, Applicants accepted ior membership who were former members may 
be reassigned their original membership number, if available, upon the payment 
of a re-entry fee, the amount to be the same as the normal entry fee, all the back 
dues to date and chree vears in advance; or upon payment of the re-entry fee and 
Life Membership dues. 


AgricLre TIT. 
Dates af the Board of Directors 


Sec. 1, The Board of Direetors shall have control of the property aod affairs 
oi the association and shali fix its policies. They shall have power to hold meetings ; 
appoint conmnittees : accept new members and suspend, censure or expel members 
as in these By-Laws provided : authorize proper expenditures and take all necessary 
and proper steps to carry out the principles of this association amd promote its best 
interests.

Duties of Officers

The Treasurer shall have charge of all oy Sn Of muneys of che 
association, shall keep account and collect all applications, fees, dues and charges 
due from members, bold same it the mane of the assoelation anc disburse said 
funds as ordered or authorized by the Roard of Direeturs, He shall keep regular 
accounts of Ws receipts and disbursements, submit said records as an when 
requested by the Bourd of Directors and give a statement at regular meetings of 
the association. 


ARTICLE Y, 
Nominations and Elections 


Sec. 1, At least sixty days prior to the annual meeting each second year the 
President shall appoint a Nominating Commiittce subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors, The report of chis committee will be submitted to the member- 
ship at least twenty (20) days prior to the arumal meeting together with a proxy 
baliot form. The nominating committee shall submit candidates for President, 
Vice-Presidemt, Executive Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer and five 
Directors-at-Large, 

See. 2. The Election of the candidates submitted shall be the affirmative 
vote of the majority of the members in good stasding, or by proxy, at the annual 
meeting. 


Articur VI, 
Chapters 


See, 1, Chapters may from time to time be formed upon approval of the 
Board of Directors, The requirements for a chapter shall be as follows: 

(a) Each chapter member must be and continue to be a member in good 
standing of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, 

(b) The chapter must have at least ten members residing in the same geo- 
graphical area, 

{c) ‘The chapter members must be governed by the principles, Constitution 
and By-laws of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, 

(d) Each chapter shall elect a chairman and secretary who shall correspond 
with the Quarter Century Wireless Association and shall keep current corres- 
pondence and information with the Quarter Century Wireless Association. 

(e) Each chapter may have such focal business or social meetings as it wishes 
and for such purposes as are within the spirit of the Quarter Century Wireless 
Association. 

(f) Each chapter member of the Quarter Century Wireless Association may 
attend regular (Quarter Century Wireless Association meetings and functions, and 
enjoy all the benefits and privileges of the Association, 


Articte VIE, 
Financial Obligations 


Sec, 1, All obligations incurred by the Association shall be solely corporate 
obligations and no personal liability whatsvever shall attach to, or be incurred by, 
_any member, officer or Director of the Association by reason of any such corporate 
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obligation. 

Sec. 2. The President: may approve expenditures of the iunds of the 
Association up to an amount of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) during the 
calendar year providing tbat a proper accounting is subsequently made to the 


Board of Directors.
